Terms. With  every  order  you  send  us,  please  inclose  a remittance  for  the  full  amount  as 

we  sell  seeds  for  cash  only. 

How  to  Send  Money. — Money  can  be  safely  sent  either  by  postoffice  money  order,  bank 
draft,  express  money  order  or  in  a registered  letter.  Do  not  send  money  loose  in  a 
letter  without  registering  it,  as  it  is  not  safe,  and  if  lost  we  cannot  be  responsible 
for  it.  Silver  coin  should  be  sewed  in  cloth  to  prevent  wearing  through  the  letter. 
Postage  stamps  may  be  sent.  If  you  live,  away  from  a convenient  bank  or  postoffice 
and  have  money  deposited  in  some  bank,  send  your  personal  check. 

Service. — We  endeavor  to  fill1  all  orders  same  day  received,  if  possible,  everything  is 
handled  rapidly  and  carefully.

If  seeds  which  are  quoted  without  postage  are  or- 
dered to  be  sent  by  mail1  add  8c  a lb.  or  15c  a qt.  If  seeds  which  are  quoted  prepaid 
are  ordered  to  be  sent  by  express  or  freight  with  other  goods  deduct  8c  a lb.

When  70  per  cent  corn  was  being 
eagerly  bought  we  were  able  to  sell 
corn  with  90  per  cent  to  96  per  cent 
germination.  Our  corn  was  all  sold 
out  early  and  we  could  have  sold  much 
more  if  we  had  had  it.  But  when  our 
supply  of  a variety  was  exhausted,  we 
simply  marked  it  “sold  out.”  We  have 
never  supplied  our  customers  with  the 
common  seed  we  could  have  purchased 
on  the  open  market.
